Identification cards issued by the Office of Protocol 
must foe returned upon the termination of functions of 
mission members, members of their families and personal 
servants . Tax exemption cards and license plates issued 
by the Office of Foreign Missions (OFM) in the possession of 
departing mission members must be returned to the Department 
within 30 days of the date of termination of assignment in 
the United States, Within the same 30- day period, mission 
members also must submit an Application for Title (Form 
DSP^102) for each vehicle Lhey have .registered with QFM's 
Diplomatic Motor Vehicle program (DMV) , Members 
transferring to a different position at the mission or 
changing their status (for example, from diplomatic agent 
to consular officer) should submit an Application for 
Replacement Plates (Form DSP- 104) to DMV within 30 days 
after the date of termination of the former assignment. 
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
